Bosphorus had b<»en traversed, am 
the strange ship sfjayedner course once 
more, and the Greek ministers took their 
leave, with renewed manifestations of 
respect to the silent voyager vdiom • so 
many thousands had assembled' to greet, 
and who now continued his onward course 
to the honors which awaited him" in his 
native Athens. 

It was precisely fifty years since that 
silent form had passed along the Bos- 
phorus, to outward eyes as utterly lone- 
ly, helpless, and forlorn, as it was possi- 
ble for a mortal man to be, but in the 
belief of his countrymen from that hoar 
to the present, ho was then in actual fact 
surrounded by an invisible pomp and 
glory, far exceeding all that human pa- 
geants cotild achieve. He who now slept 
on that splendid bier was Gregory, some 
time Patriarch on tl*e Eastern Church, 
and one who, as a true saint ttnd martyr, 
might well seem entitled to the miracle 
which is said to have been performed on 
Ms behalf, when last he journeyed past 
Stamboul. A very brief retrospect will 
suffice to explain the circumstittioes which 
have given his name a place for ever 
more among the recoads of purest heroism 
and devotion. ^y 

The Patriauch Gregory wis born in 
the Peloponnesus in the year 1751. His 

■ parents, Jaui and Asseroini Angelopulo, 
were of an "ancient and AVell known fam- 
ily, and in a position to give him a re- 
fined and intellectnal education. From 
his earliest years he manifested a remark- 

! able piety and a thirst for knowledge, 
which lie endeavored to . satisfy in tho; 
divinity schools both of Athens and 

; Smyrna. He finally completed his stud- 
ies in tde Island of Patmos, where the 
associations connected with the great 
apostolic exile fired him with a religious 
enthusiasm and courage, that bore him 
triumphantly through the pangs of a 
martyrdom that was even keener in life 
than in death. Gregory passed rapidly 
through the stages of 'deacon, and bishop 
and finally, in the year 1788, on the 
death of the reigning Metropolitan of 
Constantinople, he was elected CEcumen- 
ical Patriarch by the Synod of the East- 
ern Church. It was a post of extreme 
diffiulty and danger, for he xas not only 
the spiritual head of the whole Christian 
population,, but the side protector of his 
oppressed bretheren in the East, who, 
writhing under the hated Turkish yoke, 
already^ahowed suffic ient signs of that 
rdbellioa which ultimately proved suc- 
cessful in Greece, to cause them to be 
flireatened with nothing, less than ex-

pified humility, interposed betwen them 
and the tyrants, amongst whom he him- 
self, like the apostles of old, stood in the 
jeopardy eveiy hour. Three times dur- 
ing the twenty-two years that he main- 
tained his spiritual reign, in the Mohorn- 
edan city, he was' exiled to Mount Athos 
by the Sultan, and. the holy Synod was 
compelled by force to place another Pa- 
triarch upon his throne ; but on each 
occasion the loss of his wise, rule and 
great administratis.- capacity was so s^- 
voi v[ v felt even by the turkish government 
it self, that he was speedily recalled and 
rest. .rod to power. When for tho third 
tune lie returned to his terrible post the 
rod martyr light already glared around 
his throne, and he know th A t i lu ( . ai ; in 
back only to lay down his life for the 
bivthercn whom he could no longer pro- 
tect. At this period the Hetairia, or secret 
siieiety for the deliverance of the Greek 
nation from the Turkish yoke, had al- 
ready been formed, and its numerous 
members were most anxious that the 
Patriarch should .jmn their ranks ; but 
while he express.*! tho greatest sympa- 
thy, with thuir elforts for the freedom of 
his beloved country, he knew that it 
would endanger the whole Christain 
population if his name were discovered 
in the list of members, and that he must 
therefore labor alone for the cause of 
•Greek independence in the very strong- 
hold of the Moslem dominion.

people uTiitlr the Moslem yoke. The 
fury of the Sultan Malunoud, and, indeed, 
of the whole Turkish jiopulation, was 
rouused to such a pitch that the com- 
plete extermination of all the Christians 
an Constantinople was decided upon. < »u 
i^he 2d of April the Sultan sent for the 
Sheik El Islam, the Mohammedan high 
priest, and required of him to issue a 
decree authorizing this frightful massa- 
Icre. As soon as tho Patriarch heard

The Patriarch's brave intervention 
did not, however, long prevail. Mah- 
moud at once exiled the Sheik. jgp}dj$hjf£i 
paused him to beput to death, while he 
appointed in hU place one who was not 
only prepared to carry- oift af>y wjah of 
the Sultiin's, bowever cruel, but who was 



then J himself 'dliai'aoterizod by a fanatic; 1 ! ha- 
tred of Christians. Scar.-elv had thig 
Sheik been jdaced in power, when the 
news reached Constantinople of the gen- 
eral rising of tho Peloponnesus in the 
cause of Greek independence. 

It was on tho evening of the 14th of 
April that these tidings were made 
known throughout the city, and the Pa- 
triarch knew well that unless he took 
advantage of that night to make bis es 
cape, his fate was sealed. As bead of 
the Eastern Christians he would be the 
iirst victim of the Turkish government 
now almost maddened by the complete 
rebellion of the enslaved people, who 
were so boldly and bravely fling in 
the chains that long had galled th 
the quick. But to Gregory il seemed 
possible that the quenching of his life in 
torture aiight satiate . the tyrant's von - 
geance, at least for a time, and render if 
feasible for less distinguished Greel 
take flight, before the full storm of the 
Sultan's fury burst upon them. 

No thought, therefore, of saving him- 
self entered the old man's mind for - R 
moment. With all his usual calm and 
dignity he went on the following morn- 
ing to celebrate nuiss in the cathedral. 
Tt was Palm Sunday, and while he was 
reading the. Gospel which spoke of Him 
who on that day made His solemn en 
try into the city, where He knew his 
death would' be compassed, an infuriated 
Turkish mob attacked the church, pil- 
laged it, and set urn to it. At the same 
time, in otlier ghicos,rnany ofthe Greeks, 
holding posts under the"* Turkish Cov- 
ernment, were massacred, beginning with 
Prince Mourousi, who was Dragoman to 
the Porte. He was a distinguished man, 
head of one of the proudest families in 
Greece ; and the writer well remembers 
standing many years later with his 
daughter, a noblo lady who had all the 
regal beauty of her race, beside the tomb 
of the :Sultan Malimoml, and seeing her 
stretched out her hands over the g.n 
shawl-draped coffin, while she calie 1 < 
anathemas on the corpse of lier fat 
murderer. 

The next few days were spent by 
Patriarch in unwearied efforts to 
his flock from tho fate he knew 
store for liimself; but in tho midst of 
all the anguish and horror that was 
around him, the old man, enfeebled by 
the weight of years and sorrow, observed 
•with the utmost strictness the ascetic 
ei.Mironoos with which the. Eastern 
Church marks each day of the Holy 
Week. 

■■_*-. •-';■•"" ""' '-"' "''^ i«r* 
still lived ; but the death knell was in 
his ears, for he knew that the end must 
be at hand. The whole of that .lay was 
passed in solitary prayer ; and at mid- 
night, greatly exhausted, he went out to 
hold, the glorious service of the A 
sin, with which the resurrection of the 
Saviour is proclaimed to Christians in the 
East. It was noted by those present, 
that he commended all most dear to him 
amongst his flock to a surer care than 
his own ; and when at the close of the 
mass, he was told that the patriarchal 
■galace was surrounded by the Turkish 
troops, he tenderally and solemnly bless- 
ed his people, and bade them a last fare- 
well, and then, with the most perfect 
calm and resolution, - he passed through 
the midst of the soldiers- ami awaited in 
his hall of reception the swift-comin"' 
doom. ° 

A few hours later, when the crimson 
dawn had ushered in tho great resurrec- 
tion festival, and tho cloudless Eastersun 
was shining on the fair city and its calm 
blue waters, the head executioner ar- 
rived at the archiapiscopal palace, accom- 
panied by various military officials of 
high rank. He had no need to tell his 
errand ; but the Patriarch received him 
with the most dignified composure, and 
courteously ordered that the coffee and 
pipes always offered to visitors should be 
brought. These, however, the grim 
functionary refused, and ordering the 
Patriarch to follow him at once, he led 
him down to the water's edge, where a 
caique awaited to convey him to the 
prison. On ' reaching the dungeons, 
where, in those days horrors, w^ere enact 
ed of which the general public knew 
nothing, tho old man had to undergo a 
last dreadful trial of faith and constancy. 
He Avas put to cruel tortures, and while 
his aged and enfeebled frame was almost 
sinking under them, he was offered not 
only deliverance from present agony, but 
life and freedom, if he would renounce 
the Christian religion and become a Mo- 
honunedan. This outrage seemed for a 
moment to restore his failing strength. 
In a loud, clear voice he bade them ceVse 
to insult the Patriarch of tho Christian 
people, who would die as ho had lived, 
faithful to his crucified Lord and God. 
The stately, calm firinues with which he 
spoke, even while his mangled frame ].i\ 
helpless in their hands, so envenomed 
their rage that, without another word \ 
they ilung him once more into thecaiqu. 
and conveyed him to the Christian quar 
ter of the city, that he might die !u the 
sight of his bretheren. 

At that period executions generally 
took place iu the center of the public 
street, and as soon as the Patriarch had 
been brought oh shore, he knelt down 
upon the stones, and having offered up 
his soul to Cod Ul one brief, fervent 
prayeiy buwod his venerable head to re- 
ceive the stroke of death. But not yet 
had he drained the cup of life to the bit- 
ter dregs ; with blows and curses the 
executioner made him rige^and told him

According to the undoitluietKberlief of 
all Eastern Christians to thfif day, pow- 
ers not of earth were, clearly demonstra- 
ted as agents in the future fate of the 
Patriarch's remains. Be that as it may, 
we give the history that is received by 
the Eastern Christains. 

The body was seen to sink, and the 
hostile crowd dispersed, leaving only a

As ems reposing on a couch, he 
lay on the bosom of the waters, his snow 
white hair sunlit, spread around his head 
like a halo of glory ; his hands were 
folded on his breast ; his face was placid 
and smiling, as that of a sleeping child, 
and thus stretched out, in strange ineffa- 
ble rest, he floated steadily onward, as 
with intelligent ] iu rpose, towards a ship 
that was sailing up the Bosphorus. 

It was a Russian vessel, bound to 
Odessa, and ow board of it was a man of 
middle age, Rearing the dress of a Greek 
priest, who, with his head bowed on his 
bauds, was weeping bitterly. He had 
held a position under the Patriarch cor- 
responding to that of domestic chaplain 
in this country, and had dwelt with hmi 
as a son with a revered father for several 
years. On that fatal morning when he 
had seen tho executioners drag the saint- 
ly old man away to certain death, from 
which he was powerless to save him, he 
fled away to preserve his own life, and 
embarked in this vessel just starting for 
Russia. But all the weary hours since 
then he had spent iu tears, ever wailing 
outj "lay- father ! oh, my father Tfor he 
knew well what an awful tragedy was 
>eing enacted on the shore. The captain 
BTani Sclavos by name, stood now at his 
side, striving vaiutogive consolation, to 
what seemed a hopeless grief. Suddenly 
however, the sailor started, and e.xulaini- 
in a tone of mingled terror and amaze- 
ment, "Crap, heaven ! what is that f 
while ho roughly shook the priest by the 
shotddor, to make him look up. * The, 
weeping man did so; an expression of 
\vonder a we pa ssed o vet- h is face, ad va n cod 
to tho side of the vessel, and, after a 
moment ofintense scrutiny of the venera- 
ble form that was floating towards him 
on the waters, he stretched out his arms 
towards it, ' exclaiming,"A miracle! a 
lather! it is the holv 
Patriarch!" 

Scarcely could he be restrained from 
casting himself into the sen., to meet the 
saintly v, a merer, who still steadily ad- 
vanced to the vessel's side, but the captain 
held him back, and the awe stricken 
crew lowered a boat, into which, with 
reverent care thee lifted the martyred 
Patriarch, and brought him up to the 
deck, where he was laid out with all the 
pomp they could devise to do him honor^ 



Then they set sail with all speed for 
Odessa. So soon as the vessel reached 
tins port, the news spread far and wide 
that the body of the martyr was on 
board. The governor of (he town at 
once sent all who in that place who had 
ever known the Patriarch to certify to 
his identity, and this being immediately 
and unhesitatingly done by every one 
who saw the remains, he dispatched spe- 
cial messengers to St. Petersburg to ask 
for the inqierial orders as to the inter- 
ment. 

The Emperor Alexander was over- 
whelmed with joy, and sent at once to 
Odessa to command that the Patriarch 
should be interred with royal honors in 
the Church of the Holy Trinity. This 
was accomplished with much gorgeous 
ceremonial on the 29th of J.uiy 1821. 
When half a century had elapsed, and 
the long established independence of 
Greece had established friendly diplo- 
matie ne&attasis between that country and 
the Porte, tlie translation of the remains 
to Athens, by way of the Bosphorus, 
became a possibility, and it had long 
been an object of ardent desire by the 
whole Greek people. 

The Holy Synod of the Eastern Church 
therefore appealed to th e present Em ] >eror 
of Russia for leave to remove the body

On the fiftieth anniversary of his nias- 
tyrdom, the body was embarked at Oder- 
sa, on board the frig-ate which we have 
already seen passing in its funeral pomp 
through the waters of the Golden Horn. 
A few days it glided into tho harbor of 
the Pirams, where a scene awaited it 
which has not liad its parallel in this 
country. 

Sunrise in the early morning in Greece; 
what a vision of sparkling beauty, of 
opal skies and odoriferous airs, and many 
tineed seas, do not these w-ouds call up ! 
— and it was iu that glorious dawn of 
such a morning that the Patriarch, 
stored to his native soil, was bona 1 
ward through the olive groves an<£ 
tering vineyards to his final rest. 

When the coffin reached the entrance 
to the capital, the seals of the Russian 
empire, which had remained intact Upon 
it for fifty years, were broken open— the 
lid was raised, and to the countless mul-

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MISCELLANEOUS. 

i'li.' Ki\. Dr. Mt'Loiilf, senior profeKsor 
in Hobart jUptygge* died at lii.s residence 
in Geneva ou Thursday. The funeral 
took jdace on Friday afternoon, from the 
Co I leg<; chapel. 

The steamship Missouri, Captain 
Green, which left New York for Havana 
and Nassau on the 17th ult., was burnt 
at sea in a gale on the 22d, about twen- 
ty-f i ye , miles from Abaco. By a dispatch 
received from Nassau by the Atlantic 
Mail Line, it appears that only soven of 
the passongers and five of the crew were 
saved, and it is reported that over eighty 
lives were lost. The accounts of the dis- 
aster thus far are heartrending. The 
loss in money will approximate to 400, 
000. 

At the nineteenth annual meeting ot 
the American Home Missionary 
Society, ancouraging reports of 
missionary work were read. The receipts 
for the past year were $53,938 : expenses 
$48,464. 

The funeral of Mra Greeley, who died 
Oct i»9, took place from Dr. Chapin's 
chinch, on Friday. The remains were 
taken to Greenwood cemetry for inter- 
men£ ■•The chief mourners were Mr. 
Greeley and his two daughters. The 
funeral was very largely attended. 

Mrs. Vincent Colyer, wife of the late 
secretary of tho Indian peace commission 
was drowned Nov. 2, wluledrivingovera 
stream closing the road to the Island 
where they resided at Darien, Connecti- 
cut. She was returning alone, after hav- 
ing accompanied her husband to the cars 
on his way to the Kiowa Indian delega- 
tion. The tide being unusually high it 
is supposed alio missed her way. 

An apostate and blacksliding woman 
organization has been formed in Utah 
and is called tho Utah Liberating Leaguo, 
It is taking a strong hold on people, and 
is spreading rapidly. Its efforts are di- 
rected again:-,!- the power of the priest- 
hood of the Mormon Church. 

The jury in the case of Mayor Hall 
announced that it had been impossible 
foj tliuui to agree upon a verdict. They 
w«tg thereupon discharged and both par- 
ties expressed themselves dissatisfied with 
the result, the Mayor remarking on leav- 
ing the court-room- that it was tho first 
disappointment of his life. 

Joseph Ames, the well known artist, 
died, in New York, Friday. 

The Scott monument was unveiled in 
th£ Central Park before a very large 
number of persons. Mr. Green receiv- 
ed the*, gift iu the name of the city, and 
addresses were also made bv William 
Culleu Bryant and William Wood. 

Victoria C. Woodhull and Teniae C. 
Clnilin wore arrested on Saturday by a 
United States marshal for sending ob- 
scene publications Ihrouojh the mails, and 
in the default of $8,000 bail, each, lodg- 
ed in Ludlow street jail. 

IntelligoiKv from the Polar expedition 
1 liat new and valuable explorations 
and (I iseoveries have been made. It is 
fouud that what was. formerly regard- 
ed as separato islands in the Polar sea 
comprises one large area of land, abound- 
ing in birds, seals and reindeer. A full 
report of all the discoveries Avill soon be 
given to the public. 

Stephen Pearl Andrews was arrested 
charged with being eoneemeel In the ol>- 
tocene libel of Woodhull of Mr. Chalris. 



The decrease in the public debt during 
tho month of October was $5,228,417.- 
31. 

The receipts of fractional currency at 
the United States Treasury for tho week 
ending November 2, wen' $1,129,600; 
shipments, $73,000. The receipts of 
internal revenue on Saturday were $314,- 
159 ; for the fiscal year to date, $1,548,- 
804. Tho total of national bank notes 
outstanding on November 2 was, $340,- 
9G4, 350. The disbursements of the 
United States Treasury during October 
were $12,887,670 ; this does not include 
payments on the public debt. 

The Acting Secretary of the Treasury 
has directed the Assistant Treasurer at 
New York to pin-chase one million of 
bonds on each Wednesday, and to sell 
bno million of gold on each Thursday, 
during the month of November. 

The Philadelphia mint has commenced 
melting one million one dollar gold 
pieces, to be converted into pieces of a 
larger denomination. Twenty millions 
of these pieces are to be used. 

A delegation of Ute Indians called on 
the President on Monday to say good 
byo and express entire satisfaction with 
the arrangements for the maintenance of 
friendly relation with the whites in the 
future, in virtue of which thejpresent res} 
ervation of seven hundred and fifty thou- 
sand acres is to be thrown open to all of 
the Utes of Utah and Colorado, some 13, 
000 in number, and stocked so as to give 
them a start in civilized life. 

In his annual report of the ninth 
census just submitted to tho Secretary of 
the Interior, Superintendent Francis A. 
Walker strongly recommends an interme- 
diate census. He says that bo rapid are 
the internal changes of the country, so 
fierce and vast the growth of the nation 
as a whole, that the hiatus in the statisti- 
cal information at the command of the 
legeBlature, the pamphleteer, the journal 
ist, and the social and political philoso- 
pher five or six years after the date of 
the census becomes positively painful. 
FOBEIGN. 
Thomas Hughes has issued an address 
to his constituents of Frome, informing 
them that he will not stand a candidate 
at the next election for Member of Par- 
l'ament. 

President Thiers has informed Prin- 
cess Clotildo, wife of Prince Napoleon, 
that she is free to remain in France, if 
she so desires. 

Gen. Ducrotof France has issued a 
proclamation to the troops under his 
command, exhorting them to remember 
that never were their dutios more impe- 
rious and sacred. An army, disciplined 
and powerful in numbers, is needed to 
check the progress of internal enemies, 
while protecting tho country from foreign 
foes. The general says the tinio may 
come when the Germans will regret rend- 
ing the hearts and homes and tearing 
from France her dearest children. 

The upper House of the Prussian Diet 
has finally rejected the country reform 
bill by a vote of 145 to 18. this was 
done in the face of of a threat from tho 
minister of the interior, that if the meas- 
ure was defeated the government would 
dissolve! the Diet and convoke a new

The assassin's brother, Florence Scannel 
who was candidate for assistant alderman 
was killed in a political brawl in Novem- 
ber, 1870, and Donahue was tried for his 
murder but acquitted. John Scannel 
frequently threatened to avenge his 
brother's murder, and once succeeded 
in inflicting ou Donahue what were be- 
lieved to be fatal wounds. Scannel iir- 
ed six shots, killing Donaliue almost in- 
stantly, The murderer was arrested. 

— ~*~*\ WASHINGTON. 

The President has signed the procla- 
mation declaring that of the acts impos- 
ing discriminating foreign tonnage, and 
import duties in the United States are 
revived and shall henceforth be and re- 
main in full force as relates to goods and 
merchandise imported into the United 
States in French vessels from countries 
other than France, so long as any dis- 
criminating duth g shall continue to be 
imposed by France upon goods and mer- 
chandise imported into France in vessels 
of I he United States fromjeountries other 
than the Ufaftied States. 

The Treasury Department orders the 
rigid enforcement .of existing regulations 
preventing the importation of cattle, in 
consequence of the reception of informa- 
tion that the hoof and mouth disease 
has Wohtn out in the Argentine Repub- 
lic. 

It can be stated with truth, and about 
which there is no official concealment, 
that four or five millions of the reserve 
of the $44,000,000, the issue of which 
the Treasury Department considers is 
left to the discretion of the Secretary of 
the Treasury, was made use of when the 
assistant treasurer at New York city 
was instructed to buy bonds and sell 
gold 'apart- from the monthly programme. 
This was on October 7. Since that 
time no further amount of reserve has 
been used, nor is there the least proba- 
bility that it will again soon "be drawn 
upon. The transaction to which refer- 
ence is made was to meet extraordinary 
contingencies. 

Kev. Dr. Wines, commissioner to the 
International Penitentiary Congress of 
London, presented to President Grant 
Ins preliminary report, in which he says 
the most important result of the Con- 
gress of London was the creation of a 
permanent international committee on 
penitentiary reform, composed of ten 
members from as many different nations 
including the United States. This com- 
mittee will hold annual sessions and in 
different countries, and another general 
"congress will probably be called in the 
the course of three or four years, thus 
giving a character to the international 
reunions and making of them a regular 
institution. Dr. Wines is chairman of 
this committee, which is to hold its first 
annual Bession at Brussels, in September 
1873.

*H*»CGoun^*^E)experi.se.s incurred by 
tho German government in the course of 
the arbitration, with a view of reimburse- 
ment. He was informed in reply that 
the German government had no bill of 
expense against the United States. 

The French consul at Hayti threatens 
to uso force to collect $540,000 due 
French citizens from Hayti. The Hay- 
tiens have appealed to President Thiers. 
A London despatch announces the de- 
struction by fire of the Oxford Music 
Hall. Tho loss is estimated at $375,000. 
The hall was one of the finest in England 
having an immense seating capacity and 
an organ of great power. 

The Emporor of China was married on 
the 19th ultimo. There was no outside 
ceremony other than the procession 
which escorted the bride from her resi- 
dence to the imperial palace. 

The Queen of England has vetoed a 
biU passed by the Antiguan Legislature 
voting a sum of money to enable the 
poor people who had their houses blown, 
down by the hurricane of 1871 to build 
huts. 

Demonstrations against closing the 
Saloons in Liverpool during certain 
hours of Sunday, which were begun last 
week, were resumed on Sunday. At one 
place' in this city a crowd numbering ten 
thousand persons, which was being ad- 
dressed by speakers in opposition to tho 
act, was dispersed by the police. 

The golden wedding of the King and 
Queen of Saxony was celebrated on 
Monday with splendid and imposing 
ceremonies. The occasion was made re- 
markable by the presence of the emperor 
Empress and Crown Prince of Germany, 
who thus give a proof of the complete 
restoration of good feeling between 
Germany and Saxon courts. Among 
the titled guests were also four dukes of 
Saxony ; Arch-Duke Charles Louis, of 
Austria ; two grand dukes of Mecklen- 
burg, and the Count of Flanders. The 
Open air festivities were suspended in 
consequence of rain, which has been fall- 
ing incessantly for the last two days.

After dinner we took a view of the 
streets, and saw everywhere proofs of 
the taste and enterprise of the people. 

A majority of the dwellings were new 
and modern, and many of them very 
tasteful. A hotel, three stories in bight, 
of fine exterior (wo were told that it is 
equally fine within), has just been erect- 
ed, and its dimensions indicate the great 
faith of its proprietor in the future of his 
village. Three dry goods stores — per- 
haps we ought to say four, for G. W. 
Ludington keeps dry goods as well as 
drugs and groceries — and two or three 
other stores indicate something of the 
amount of trading done. Conspicuous 
among the dealers in dry goods are the 
prosperous Mosher Bros., whose card 
appears in the Parish Directory on our 
first page. Cei'esco Mill, just built by 
Robertson and Slawson, is a fine, large 
wooden building, which will contain four 
run of stone, and do, it is expected, a 
good deal of excellent work. A good 
business is done by L. D. Pickens at 
blacksmithing and the manufacture of 
lumber wagons. We believe that there 
is also another wagon manufactory, and 
an extensive tannery. We had heard 
before of C. L Schuyler as a photo- 
grapher, and were glad to learn that he 
was doing as thriving a business as ever, 
owing to his success in making handsome 
pictures of his customers. 

Parish has its full quota of professional 
men — clergymen, lawyers and .physi- 
cians. One of the first class has been 
of late building quite a number of 
dwelling houses ; if he as well builds up 
his hearers in the most holy faith, he is 
doing a good work. The one church 
edifice is occupied by the Methodists, 
over whom Rev. Mr. McCollough is 
pastor, while the Universalist Society 
hold met*i*gs_JiLih£Town Hall. We 
Relieve that schools, lifce~"ftimes£ every 
thing else in that community, are pros- 
pering well. 

The place has good water power, and 
if more than one firm has a privilege on 
the dam, that fact alone would be suf- 
ficient to account for the number of law- 
yers. But we suppose people will quarrel 
in the best regulated villages, and that 
such dissensions and sickness are in 
•-•nae way essential to happiness; so 
wheiv^er mon congi-egate the lawyer 
and the doctor come. 

Parish has not yet obtained a village 
sidewalk^ are not commanded, 
and the streets arelioKnamed. But it 
is doubtless looking forwarfc-to. that dig- 
nity, for it has a lailroad. Not insight— 
the train does not rush hooting in among- 
its dwellings as it did in the Prairie Dog 
City, where the mayor took it for a storm, 
the owl thought it was another owl 
.t~~«+~>. ri>»n v.^»v»r.,uf »♦♦.? um rattlesnake 
thought it another rattlesnake, having 
seen it writhe along and heard its rattle; 
but it leaves Parish undisturbed, and 
adds to the work and Income of one man 
by giving him an omnibus to run. It 
has the advantages of a railroad without 
the disadvantages. Six trains stop there 
every day. 

We predict no future for Parish, for 
no prophetic mantle has yet fallen upon 
us ; but we think it is now decidedly a 
thrifty, enterprising town, where any 
one of moderate demands might find a 
pleasant home.

Deak Mb. Humphries : — Lapse of 
time, intervening distance and new as- 
sociations always crowd old friendships 
into the background of thoughtful mem- 
ory and silence ; but, thank God, no 
true friendship dies easily. 

Thus, though six and a half years have 
removed into the past the remembered 
labors and pleasures of my Mexico life, 
occasionally all seems lifted, as by a 
mirage, distinctly and thrillingly into 
view again, and I sit in the old families, 
stroll in the same maple forests, drive, in 
all weathers and at all hours, along the 
same streets, and meet in the same com- 
panies of worshipers, or, it may be, of 
mourners, to make up the history of my 
early ministry. Of course these days 
and scenes will never return. But is 
the thought a sad one 1 At times it has 
that seeming. The changes, — how many, 
how sorrowful, how chastening they 
have been ! But there is a bright side 
— a silver lining — a heavenward gleam- 
ing to every shadow of this life. 

Whatever joy we may have tasted, 
there are diviner joys yet to be. How- 
ever bitter the cups our chastened lips 
have willingly or unwillingly pressed, a 
sweetness will forever linger in the souls 
that responded, "nevertheless, not my 
will — thine." 

And then, how could we have ever 
learned so really, and received into the 
very depths of our being so fully the 
lesson of God's sufficiency, except that 
everything else had failed us, and in our 
own experience we had been compelled 
to cry, "Whom have I in heaven or on 
earth, but Thee !" And have we not 
found in God, in the Bible, in the surest 
will of the Comforter, in the foretastes 
of heaven that have answered to the 
hungers of earth, something of the dis- 
cipline and destiny which our own con- 
sciousness tells us it were better for us to 
reach, even though by deepest tribula- 
tion ? And how sustaining the faith that, 
though our Father seems to cast us off, 
to toss us from his presence as very an- 
noyances, to cut us adrift on merciless 
waves and in the darkness of midnight — 
yet by the cable of infinite love and of 
sure promises, he holds us to himself. 
Sweetly did Whittier say, and as sweetly 
have silent lips and gleaming eyes re- 
peated:

Anniversary Exorcises. 



The first Anniversary of the Woman's 
Foreign Missionary and Home Aid So- 
ciety was celebrated in the M. E. church, 
on Sunday evening last. We ai-e quite 
sure we speak the mind of the fine au- 
dience present, when we say the occa- 
sion was one of unusual interest and 
profit. The society was organized for 
the purpose of promoting missionary 
work among heathen women, primarily 
in India and China. Similar branch so- 
cieties are being established extensively 
throughout the country. The payment 
of one dollar a year in quarterly install- 
ments or at one time, constitutes a mem- 
ber, and the payment of twenty dollars, 
a life member. In the year past thirty- 
three have enrolled their names as mem- 
bers, while one, Mrs. Van Duzen, has 
made herself a life member, and the 
second, Mr. Nelson, has been made so 
by so designating the society funds. 
Some time |after organizing, the new 
feature of home aid was added, so that 
the organization serves a double purpose. 
All moneys raised by memberships or life 
memberships, or specially designated for 
it by the constitution of the parent so- 
ciety, are held sacred to the cause of 
missions ; while moneys raised by festi- 
vals and other special means under the 
auspices of the society, are to be applied 
to home enterprises or foreign missions 
by a two-third vote. During the 
year the society has forwarded for for- 
eign missions $104 ; has paid for home 
enterprises $60.27; and has in hand for 
future use about $106. A fine showing 
for the year, we think. 

After interesting devotional exercises, 
the Rec. Sec, Mrs. Griffith, and the 
paper agent, Mrs. Barber, made interest 
ing reports. That of the Corresponding 
Secretary, Mrs. C. B. Thompson, and 
that of the Treasurer, Mrs. H. C. Peek, 
were prepared with great care, and were 
specially valuable and interesting. Mrs. 
Van Duzen read with fine effect a select 
poem entitled, "The Angel in the Stone." 
Miss Minnie Huntington personated 
the Hindoo orphan girl adopted and now 
being educated by the society, and named 
Myra Ostram Slack, in an appropriate 
poem written by Mr. C B. Thomson. 
Mrs. B. F. Barker read very interesting 
extracts from an account of a recent 
Farewell meeting in New York city. A 
committee of ladies passed through the 
audience and obtained the names of 
twelve new memoers, during wlucii cime 
Rev. B. F. Barker, on invitation, spoke 
respecting the past and future of the so- 
ciety, and its importance as a working 
element among us. Very appropriate 
singing by the choir added its help to the 
occasion ; and lastly, we should say that 
Mrs. Dr. Rundell presided with be- 
coming dignity and success.

It is to be i .\ 
peoted that the milliner and d rew m aker 
will do superior work, bcemisethey make 
it :i business ; but one who has taste and 
Ingenuity, t(0 whom money is more than 
time, and who will observe, can make kc* 
bonnets and il reuses well nfc home, and 
thus lessen the cost very materially. Par 
tin' benefit of such we give s few hints 
pithei-wltroiu various sourons. 

qt'elt hats and bonnet in various colors 
arO popular, out black velvot is the ma- 
terial most, used, and has this ad vantage 
fu- used just as writ another 
ter, and a black hat is suitable with 
dress. The trimmings are much on 
back, so put on as to increase the 
Spaarent hight of the hat, and consist 
mostly of black lace, ostrich tips, jet 
ornaments, riblnm bows and streamers. 
Krmuu can 1"' bought in the required 
ind if the trimmings of one winter 
are carefully saved, it is quite likely 
that very little will need to be purchased 
for the next. 

For wraps, the pmoqoe with slashed 
eape will prphably I" 1 the most, popular. 
The Dolman is worn, but its immense 
flowMj^ __e\rs are so out of proportion 
of the garment that we 
cannot call it tasteful. The polonaise is 
also made SB outer garment. The ma- 
terials are velvet, beaver, Osshmere. 
dr*p d'ete, k?. We have seen several 
very ' graceful mantles of beaver (all 
sacques with capes), trimmed with bias 
bunds of gros grain silk and fringe. 
Rinds of velvet, instead of silk, are used; 
jet trimmings and luces, embroidery and 
fur are also much worn. Godey* Lady's 

intends soft woolen \w 
take the place of jet, which is expensive 
yet not serviceable. It iloos not stem 
to us economy to cut costly goods in any 
fashion that will not use more than one 
season. Theiv are certain graceful styles 
which never grow old. but in gixsl ma- 
terial always look genteel and pretty. It 
is only, cheaper fabrics that one can af- 
ford to out in fiMK-it'ul patterns. 

Poardreseee, Cashmere and other soft 
goods will be inuoh worn. Black al- 
pacca is as popular as ever, and is one of 
the most economical of fabrics, being 
suitable for both summer nnd winter 
wear, Delaines are l>ecoming fjwlnopa 
ble again. The polonaise (this word is 
pronon&oed pofartette, hot pofomti,) con- 
tinues to be worn, although aliout as 
many dresses are made with basques 
and otfer*kfrtSt or the skirt trimmed to 
the waist on the back and the apron 
front- Tritrrmfngs of the material are 
still put on in great quantities, so that 
for a stylish dress about eighteen yards 
of alpncca are required. We think 
dressjK%sn be made prettily with less 
i.-il. Oth.r trimmings, about the 
sama as for mantis, are worn. Scallops 
are not yet out, of date. The polonaise 
may bciastened with buttons or bows ; 
for young girls it should button "on the 
back.

Tho Burial of Paul "WTiitehoad'3 Heart. 



Paul Whitehead, in 177"'. bequeathed 
his heart to his adble friend and patrou, 
Lord le Despeneer, to be deposited in 
his niausolcm at West Wycombe, There 
was a solemn procession, pomp, ceremony 
and funeral glees, when the heart, wrap- 
pod in lead, enshrined in a marble urn, 
was deposited according to request. The 
inscription read : 

"Unhallowed hands, this urn forbear, 

No tffinx, nor orient spoil 
lac here concealed ; bat what's more rare, 

A heart that knew no guile. " 

It is said that in 1829, notwithsand- 
ing the solemn. epitaph, the heart was 
i ;d has not been recovered. 

The ancient and curious custom 
of bequeathing, embalming, enshrin- 
ing and entombing the human heart, 
which was considered the seat of the af- 

fections, seem* to have originated at the 

time of the first crust. le. and to have 
been most in practice during the the mid- 
dle ages.
